T HE Puniſhment of every Perſon attainted of Felony 


is four-fold. 

3. He ſhall loſe his life by being hanged between Heaven 
and Earth as unworthy of both. . 

2. He ſhall loſe his Blood both in regard of his Anceſtry 
and Poſterity. ; 

3. He ſhall forfeit his Fee ſimple Lands from the time of 
the Offence, and the King ſhall have the profits'of them for 
a year and aday from the time of the Arttainder, and then it 
ſhall eſcheat to the immediate Lord of the Fee. 

4. The Offender ſhall forfeir all his Goods and Chartles, 
from the time of the Attainder, viz. Corn growing, Profits 
of all his Lafds during his Life, all Debrs due to him upon 
Starure, &-c. Simple ContraQ, and upon Accomp, and yer 
the King ſhall not-pay ſuch Debts as the Felon owed, and 
if the King afſign the ſame, the Party may ſue either in the

Obbery is the Felonious taking of any thing from 

the Perſon of another, or in his preſence againſt his 

will, either in the High-ways or elſewhere, and thereby 

putting him in fear, Dyer 824. Stamf.17. which diſtinguiſhes 
a Robber from a Cut-purſe. 

Bur the bidding of one to ſtand and yield his Mony is no 
Robbery, for there was but an intent, and no a&t done in 
purſuance of it, 9 Ed. 4. f. 28. Stamf. 29. 

One with his Sword drawn bids me deliver my Purſe, 
and after prays me to give him a penny, and I do fo ac- 
cordingly, this ſeemerh ro be Robbery, for-the fear he pur 
me in was the cauſe thereof, Crom. 34. So if I flying from 
a Thief caſt my Purſe into a Buſh, and he rakes ir up, this 
is Robbery, for the fear, &c. was the cauſe of throwing ir 
there, Cronp. 35.

The Party robbed to intitle him to an Aftion agai 
the Hundred, muſt obſerve theſe things following. (1 He 
muſt give notice ( with: convenient ſpeed) to the next 
Village, &c. or to ſome Perſon inhabiting near the place 
where the Robbery was committed. ( 2 ) He muſt com- 
mence his Suit afrer forty days, and within one year of 
the Robbery done. ( 3.) He muſt be examined upon 
Oath before a Juſtice of the Peace whether he knew any 
of the Robbers. 


Note, Tf the Servant or Carrier, &:c. be robbed, either of 
them muſt make the Oath, &«. before the Juſtice, and not 
the Owners of the Goods; and if the Seryant or Carrier 
refuſe ſo to do, the Owner hath no remedy. 


Note, Alſo Man may be ſworn in his own cauſe, wiz. 
how much Mony his Servant had. 

If the party {worn know any of the Robbers, the Juſtice 
ought to bind him to proſecute by Inditment or otherwiſe, 
27 Eliz. cap.13. Co. Lit. 7. f.1. Plow. 128. 

If the Robbers be not apprehended within forty days 
after notice, the Hundred 1s chargeable ; if the Robbery 
be done in the Diviſions of two Hundreds, both are to 
anſwer the Damages, and ſo are alſo the Franchiſes within 


them. 

If the Party robbed hath his Recovery and Execution 
againſt one or tew Perſons of the Hundred, upon complaint 
two Juſtices (Quorum www) inhabiting in or near the ſaid 

red may aſleſs a Tax proportionably on every Town, 
Pariſh or Hamlet, as well of the ſaid Hundred, as alſo of 
Liberties within the ſame towards the relief of the parties 
charged, which Sum ſo taxed, the Conſtables of every 
Town, &c. within their reſpeftive- Limits ſhall totally 
and proportionably aſſeſs upon every Inhabitant within the 
ſame. If any Inhabitant refuſe to pay, &«. the Conſtable 
may diſtrain and fell the diſtreſs, and muſt deliver the 
Mony to one of the ſaid Juſtices within ten days after Col- 
leQion, 27 Eliz. 13. 

It ſeemeth a Perſon coming thither after the Robbery 
committed 1s a refuſal againſt this Contribution.

very was, and his death or removal ſhall nor abate the Suir, 
and if it be recovered, ec. againft one or few,&c. the ſame 
courſe ſhall be taken as aforeſaid towards the relief of the 
Perſon charged. ; 

A Robbery upon a Man in his Houſe, whether by day or 
by night, ſhall not charge the Hundred, Co. Lir.7. . 6. 

The Hundred is not anſwerable for a Robbery done in 
the night, bur if it be by day-lighr, whether before or after 
Sun ſetting and before Sun riling the Hundred is liable, 1hid. 
2 Cro, 106. 

The Puniſhment of this Offence is death without Clergy.

7. and hereby are 
weighed all Grocery Wares, Drugs, Butter, Cheeſe, Fleſh 
Wax, Pitch, Tar, 'Tallow, Wools, Hemp, Flax, Iron, Steel 
Lead, and as it ſeems all Commodities not before named, 
eſpecially things that are to be garbled, and whereof comes 
refuſe ; this is called Libra Civilzs, and hath ſixteen Ounces, 
or twenty five Shillings Sterling Weight to the Pound. 

It is a French Word,and is as much as to have full Weight, 
and to every Hundred is allowed twelve pounds pro rata.
